| Naturally it is not an easy task to replace a 
| man of Lord Hartington’s type, even though

| feel at the prospect of Lord Hartington being 
i replaced by Mr. Chamberlain. I have said 
i that Lord Hartington is almost an ideal of 
| what a leader should be. Mr, Chamberlain 
{has nearly every quality of statesmanship 
but those which constitute the House of 
Commons Leader. As a debater he is admir- 
able: no rapier of word-fence is sharper than 
his; no retort comes quicker; no manner is 
more inspiring thau that of the member for

is that the Unionist Party could run no | 


greater risk than that of being led in the 
House of Commons by Mr. Chamberlain. 
As a first lieutenant he is unquestionably 
their most briliant man. But, even if 
he were personally qualified for Lord 
Hartington’s position, he is distasteful 
to the moderate section among the 
Unionists, who have the majority of the 
party, and who, on ordinary occasions, are 
far less sympathetic to Mr. Chamberlainis 
views than to Lord Hartington's. Of course, 
I do not imply that Mr. Chamberlain will not 
be the choice. He is a man of great force of 
character, and he may insist on his claims 
being recognised. But, as a mere looker-on, 
I should prophesy a turbulent future for the 
party which has Mr. Chamberlain for leader 
in the House. 


Sir Henry James. 
__ Onthe other hand, Sir Henry Jamesis almost 
ideally qualified’ for the position. He is a 
man of great tact. He is the intimate and 
confidant of Lord Hartington, and, his 
enemies say, is rather too obviously proud of 
his chief's friendship, and he is also a persona 
grata to Mr. Gladstone and the Conservatives. 
Except on rare occasions—when his talent for 
i Speech gets full scope—he is not a brilliant 
| speaker; but he is always clever, and always 
gets an audience. Moreover, he is what is 
so important in the semi-political, semi-social 
atinosphere of the House of Commons—what 
i18 technically known as a ''good fellow." 
; His judgment is excellent, in both legal and 
| political matters he is greatly trusted by his 
friends, and he is perfectly well able.to keep 
his small flock in hand till the chief shepherd 
comes back. However, the Chamberlain party 
will certainly press its claims, and Lord Hart- 
| ington may, as I have said, think it wiser to 
yield them for the present. 


Talking of Leaders, 
the Liberals have very much the same diffi- 
culty as the Unionists. Mr. Gladstone does 
not now lead the House except on important 
occasions, and he leaves detail work to his 
colleagues. As I said, he was never an ideal 
lcader, but his presence and character were 


so overpowering, his oratorical brilliancy so | 


dazzlingly unique, that little faults of 
tact were easily overlooked. He never 
attained ** Dizzy's" perfection of cool- 
ness and sagacious manipulation of men, 


Yet I think the Liberals will do very 
well if they secure 


Sir William Harcourt's Services. 


He is pliable, and the Liberal Party 
wants a pliable leader. He knows meu 
thoroughly, and, though he may be 
called a cynic, is a thoroughly good- 
natured one, while, at the same time, 


opinions and enthusiastic personal at- 
tachments, such as within the last ten 
years he has certainly conceived for Mr. 
Gladstone, whom in the old days he used 
to distrust. Above all, he knows “the 
game.” He is up to every move. He 
has not Mr. John Morley’s habit of 
intellectual hesitancy—his nice weighing 
of points and arguments—his scholar's 


It was really wonderful to watch the 
cat-like celerity with which he pounced 
on the weak points of the Tithes Bill, 
and secured for his party the greatest 

arliamentary and tactical success it has 
achieved since Sir Charles Dilke’s superla- 
tively adroit steering of the Registration 
Bill of 1885. He das, no doubt, been 
unpopular because he is thought to be 
overbearing, which he is not, and his 
tongue has a rather sharp edge to it. 
But the House enjoys hearing him, for he 
is really.a great Parliamentary wit—perhaps 


! off his bias, and is as long-headed a man at the greatest since Sheridan, or at all events 


since Canning—and there is nothing the 
House (a very frivolous body) likes better 
than the man who can make it laugh 
heartily. Mr. Morley will, of course, never 
be his rival for the Parliamentary Leader- 
ship.

Diplock resumed the inquiry at Chiswick concerning 
the strange circumstances under which Margaret 
Louise Bryden, thirty-nine years of age, met her death. 
‘Lhe deceased, the wife of a bliud-manufacturer, of 
Bulstrode-street, Marylebone, lived apart from her 
husband, under 4 deed of separation, amd resided at 
31, Linden-gardens, Chiswick. She and her maid-ser- 
vaut, Margaret Bowyer Flemming, were, it was stated, 
the only occupants of the house. On Dec. 28 the 
servant girl left for Scotland, to attend the funeral of 
a relative. When she returned at midday on Jan. 1, 
and opened the door with a latchkey, which she 
usually carried, she discovered her mistress dead on a 
bed in a room which the girl stated had never before 
been occupied by the deseased. The gas in the hall 
and in other parts of the house was burning. When 
& post-mortem examination was made by Dr. Dods- 
worth, the polioe divisional surgeon, he found the 
deceased’s false teeth firmly lodged in the pharynx, 
while Inspector Warren, when called to the house at 
the time the dead body was discovered, noticed that 
a piece of a thick linen nightdress-case had been 
screwed round and placed in the woman’s mouth. 

Dr. Edward O. Fountain now stated that, in com- 
peny with Inspector Warren, he went to 31, Linden- 
gardens, on Jan. 1, and saw Mrs. Bryden dead on a 
bed. Her hands were crossed on her chest, and a 
nigütdress-case was in her mouth. The body was 
warm. He should think that death had taken place 
about tive hours before. The deceased might have 
pushed the nightdress-case into her mouth herself. 

Dr. Dodsworth (recalled) said he found sufficient 
to account for death without making any internal 
examination of the stomach. He considered it pos- 
sil-e for the teeth to have fallen down after life was 
extinct, but he was still of opinion that they were 
pushed down before death. ‘lhe deceased might 
have died either from suffocation or from failure of 
the heart’s action. The heart was diseased 


The Coroner, in summing up, remarked that it was 
quite possible that when Mrs. Bryden spoke to a 
servant next door, as stated in the evidence on the 
first occasion, she was alarmed, and that at the time 
when the plain-ciothes policeman went to the house 
some other man, whom the deceased might not have 
wished to be seen, was also on the premises. 

The jury, after deliberating about an hour, returned 
& verdict of wilful murder against some person or 
persons unknown.

Wirn Pembroke I complete my brief sketch of 
the colleges. Butit must not be thought that, 
apart from the colleges and the University, 
Oxford has no beauty or interest. 


The Cornmarket 

has no colleges or university buildings, if we 
except the Oxford Union, an undergraduate read- 
ing and debating club; but it is, nevertheless, 
a delightfully bright and busy street, with fine 
shops and public buildings. In St. Aldate's is 
the new Post Office, erected in 1882. 'The Com 
Exchange, the Townhall, and the Market— which 
lies between The High and Market-street— are 
all spacious and well situated. "There are many 
interesting churches—St. Michael's, at Carfax; All 
Saints, in The High ; St. Aldate's and St. Mary 
Magdalen, in Magdalen-street, which connects 
the Cornmarket with St. Giles, being especially 
noticeable.

Oxford Hotels. 


There are several excellently appointed hotels 
in Oxford, among them being the old-fashioned 
Mitre in The High, the Clarendon and the 
Roebuck in the Cornmarket, and the Randolph 
at the corner of Beaumont - street. Boffin’s 
Restaurant in The High and the Queen’s in 
Queen-street are both extensively patronised by 
townspeople and undergraduates. There are 
Turkish baths in Merton-street, racquet courts 
in Museum-terrace, near Keble College, and a 
tennis court by Holywell-lane. 


Oxford’s Vehicular Improvements. 


The cabs are very comfortable vehicles, and the 
fares not excessive.

THE WONDER OF WESTERN 
AUSTRALIA. 


In the year 1856, Joseph Pyke, with his wife 
and two young children, sailed from London 
for Australia. He was a journeyman shoe- 
maker, and so poor that if his passage had 
not been a gift he could not have gone at 
all. The passage was long in those days of 
sailing-ships, and his vessel— after having 
been nearly wrecked off the Cape—consumed 
five months in reaching that far-off and then 
almost unknown country. In England he 
often had to earn the pennies for his break- 
fast before he was allowed to have it; but 
in. the new land his condition gradually 
changed for the better. Finding that farm- 
ing combined with shopkeeping was likely 
to pay better than shoemaking, he took up 
land under the easy terms provided by law, 
and began making a home for himself. He 
raised corn and sheep, and sold goods to the 
rude people of his section. Being industrious, 
energetic, and sober, he prospered. We 
should not omit to mention that on the 
passage he earned a few pounds by cobbling 
shoes, and this money was all the capital he 
had to start with. What was still more dis- 
couraging, poor Pyke was handicapped by 
chronic illness. Through his hard life since 
boyhood he had contracted indigestion and 
dyspepsia, for which he had never been able 
to obtain a cure. Indeed, he was now scarcely 
more than a boy, only twenty-four years 
old, and a stranger in a country at that time 
virtually a wilderness and an exile for convicts. 

But Pyke was plucky. He had a strain 
of the genuine old English grit which has 
helped so many of his countrymen to conquer 
obstacles. When he left home he seemed to 
have a tendency to consumption, and the 


rice Sevenpence. 
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doctor said, ‘“ Pyke, you may go to Australia, 
but it won't save you. I give you about 
five months to live. You'll probably arrive 
just about in time to find a grave in the ground 
instead of in the water.” But the doctor was 
wrong, as doctors often are. The change from 
the damp, cold climate of England to the 
half-tropical climate of the great Southern 
Continent was somewhat beneficial; but the 
radical ailment from which he suffered 
remained. With every change of weather 
he would have an attack. In a land of 
plenty he nearly starved, because he could not 
eat without feeling all the pangs of acute 
dyspepsia. Physicians were rare birds in 
Australia in 1856, but Pyke didn’t lament on 
that account, as they had done him no especial 
good in a country where they were more 
abundant than shoemakers. So he did his 
best to forget that he was not a well man, 
and went on making his fortune. He built 
a good house, and added land to land until 
his great farm stretched on every side like a 
whole county in England; for Australia is so 
large that a piece of ground the size of this 
whole island would hardly be missed out of 
it, and so fertile that wealth is certain to 
reward everybody who will work. 


But while land and sheep and money 
accumulated as time went by, our friend Pyke 
kept losing what is more valuable than 
either—health and strength. Although he 
was lord of the manor, he was physically a 
very little lord, as he weighed only seven 
stone. Yet a better time was coming, and 
the means by which he was to reach it was 
then on its way from England. One day 
a small package of pamphlets arrived at the 
post-office when he received his mail, and one 
of them fell into his hands. As soon as he 
saw what it was about he read it eagerly.
